"The llolaxod Kail way Terms offer- 
ed by Mr. Mackenzie and ft{>proTed of 
by Hor Majesty's GoTernmenc 
adbstanlaally those indicated in Tin; 
'ddWiNBT'abput two months ago, nud 
whioh.Mc. MaokenziA-itad signified liis 
wiUingnesa to.give." The Terms in- 
dicated" by this journal "about two 
months agOj 'aiid, indeed, during the 
past five 0^ six raontlis, as those which 
r>. we. thought Columbia might accept, 
Tivere: Railway construction on Van- 
couver Island to l?a commenced im- 
mediately j the surreys on the Main- 
land to be vigorously pushed to com- 
pletion and immediately followed by 
railway constructiou, such coiistruc- 
tiou to be comiuouced at two or iiioio 
points in the interior, witli a viow to 
securing to the fiillo.st poasiblo oxtoiil 
the advantages of consequent e^iDondi- 
ture.to our own producers; the expendi- 
ture on railway construction wifliiu 
the Province not to fall below two 
millioua of dollars in any ono yc;ir. 
Such, then, are "substantially" tlic 
Terms suggested by Mr. Mackenzio, 
approved of by Lord Carnavoii, and 
presented as "Hobson's Choice" for 
the acceptance of the Provincial Gov- 
ernment. Wo will not go the length 
of our local contemporary, in the gush- 
ing ai'dor of sudden conversion, and say 
that these terms are generous and 
ought to be accepted without ever be- 
ing submitted to the people; but wo 
Trill say that we consider them just 
and fair to the Province as a wl.olo 
and that the Grovernmont should lose 
no time in submitting them in the 
only constitutional way to the wliole 
people. The principle that no altera- 
tion in the Bailway Terms should be 
madia without having been "first sub- 
mitted to the people is just as vital 
now as it was a year ago. Nay, theru 
are considerations which impart ad- 
ditional cogency to the argumouts 
brought to bear in support of that 
principle. Parliament is now on its 
last leg; and for a moribound House 
to take upon itself to accept new Rail- 
way Terms without consulting the 
peoplo would be even less oxctusabi.! 
than for a House more recently 
from the Polls to do the same thing. 
And, besides, there have not been 
wanting unmistakable iudictttions that 
the present IMiiiistry hold oflloe by 
virtue of the support of lueiiibers who 
have entirely lost the confidence of 
their couatituents. The local organ 
asks, "Why should the Terms bo sub- 
mitted to the people ? Are they not 
both just and generous?" and in the 
very next breath it exclaims, "By 
all means let us have an election, the 
result of which would be still further 
to strengthen the hands of the Ciov- 
ernment." Now, we bog to assure our 
contemporary that the Opposition are 
quite ready to go to the Polls; but 
that they hold the jirinciple involved 
to be much too important and sacred 
to turn upon mere political considera- 
tions of possible loss or gain to either 
party. It is not for any journal or 
parly or section to determine whether 
the new Terms offered by Canad.a are 
good and Bhould be accepted. To de- 
termine that point is the solo and ina- 
lienable prero^^ativo of the People, and 
to them the important question must 
be submitted, without any reference 
whatever to the possibility of tho ranks 
of the Opposition or the .GoverDniciit 
being thinned ill the process. To 10- 
f use to submit any now Terms ' that 
may be entertained to the people 
would be to create unnecessary pre- 
judice and distrust, if not to run the 
risk of bixviug the ]\Iuinhuid arrayed 
against them. As to the i|uestion of 
delay, that rests altof^^other with tho 
Government. If, as Ihero is f.jood 
reason for believing, it is not tho in- 
tention to convene the Legislature be- 
fore February, tlie elections could be 
held and the new House got together 
by that time. But if , as there is too 
much reason to suspect, tho (lovoru- 
meut are, for their own soUish ends, 
purposely delaying to meet Parlia- 
ment, there is every probability lliat 
an attempt ^Yillbe made to cheat Iho 
people out of the opportunity of ex- 
prpssing their views rosjiecting tho 
liolaxed Railway Terms. In doiny^ 
this ilinistors would only bo continu- 
ing the policy which they have been 
peri u!ng during the past six or seven 
months— deliberately sacrificing the 
vital interests of tho country to their 
own, postponing tho inauguration of 
the era of prosp(;rity sinq)ly in ordei' 
that tliey may bo left for a few months 
longer in quiot jjossession of the jjiib- 
lic' money-bags.

Doubtless thoy ima- 
gined themselves competent authority to 
try, coudeiun aud execute one of whom 
thoy appear to have' conceived it neces- 
sary to make a public example. It was 
juet one of those acts which men commit 
under great oxcitoment aud which leave 
thciir bloody impress upon tho page.", of 
tho history of almost every rebellion. Now 
that all the circumstances have boon 
brought out and men dispassionately re- 
flect upon the whoh; matter, tiiere -'^eerns 
to bo a very genor;il iniinossion that the 
lied River rebellion was a dirty mess all 
round and that the best way is to wipe it 
up and say no more about it.
